Sfojcnts expressed grave con- 
cern over Par roll's proposed ch- 
anges In the Ontario Students' 
Awards Plan (OSAP). Tliese 
changes Include a raising tn 
the loan portion of the program 
from $BO0 to $1003. 
When Parrott was <faestioned 
about those changes he took 
responslhlllty for the decision 
bttt said that the government was 
Just "tinkering" with the progr- 
am. "If people are very opp- 
osed to the* changes wo'Il re- 
vise It again. We're Just try- 
ing to keep the program uolng." 
A member of the faculty asked 
about the freeze In movies avai- 
lable for graduate programs. 
Parrott said that though the 
freeze is permanent review of 
the decision will probably be st- 
udied sometime. He took res- 
ponsibility for this decision also. 
One student pointed out that when 
the provincial government Inst- 
ituted the "TEMPORARY" traezw 
in graduate program s tba* they 
had given the Impression they 
ware only "tinkering" with gra- 
duate programs. The student 
said that now the freeze was 
permanent and he hoped gover- 
nment "tinkering" wJthOSAPdid 
not have the same result. 
A question on bllinguallsm and 
financing ted to Parrott denying 
that his Ministry was very In- 
volved In specific budgeting In 
Ontario's post-sceondary Institu- 
tions. Dr. E J Monahan, pres- 
ident of Laurentlan, said that the 
Ministry "was closer than you 
think to lino by line budgeting In 
the universities." Parrott also 
pointed out that the government

had no definite guidelines or pol- 
icies on blllngul programs 

Parrott explained at the outset 
of his speech that the gap bet- 
ween government revenues and 
expenditures had been getting 
more and more in the red and 
that "The gap must close." It 
w.is for this reason that the 
Davis government had limited gr- 
owth In government expenditu- 
res to 10% this year. 

When asked t o comment on the 
McKeough- Henderson Report 
he said that the "pay as you go" 

philosophy would be Instituted In 

universities. 

Parrott slated that "Maybe it 
*s time to compromise on 
accessibility to get quality." 
However a student pointed out 
that when you decrease access- 
ibility then less students att- 
end and eventually teachers and 
administration are laid off.

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CYC WILL DIE 



OTTAWA(CUP)— -The companyof 
Young Canadians, ordered by the 
federal government to disband as 
of December 31, is still In oper- 
ation. But the main Issue now 
isn't whether the CYC will go out 
of operation, but when. 

The struggle between the CYC 
and the federal Treasury Board 
was supposed to have come to 
a head on January 14, the date 
the Treasury Board said the CYC 
had to give Its 450 employees 
notice of termination. 
That date has passed, and although 
CYC has reluctantly accepted 
Its demise, "negotiations are 
still In progress" over when that 
demise will occur, according to 
a CYC spokesperson. 

The CYC arguments for not 
going out of existence at the time 
the government ordered -the 
company has 221 projects still 
underway, and its employers will 
need time to find alternate em- 
ployment. 

According to CYC chairperson 
Simon Nod, If the Company had 
dissolved on December 31 It 
would have created "absolute 



chaos"for those community 
groups now receiving assistance 
from CYC organizers. 

The CYC, unlike traditional 
bureaucracies, doesn't set up 
services for acommunlty. Instead, 
the mandate of the Company , now 
withdrawn by the government, was 
to go Into communities and ass- 
ist local groups - tenants, par- 
ents, pensioners, 
poor-in setting up services and 
co-ops which they themselves 
would operate. CYC Involvement 
would terminate after a set time- 
period had elapsed. 
CYC couldn't just close shop and 
walk away,N03l satd, because " 
the Company feels it has a 
priority to asdst these 
community groups either find 
alternate forms of assistance or 
attempt to gain self-sufficiency 
more quickly titan originally plan- 
ned." 

Noel and the CYC board say 

they need at least two months 
to wind-up project operations In 
a way that will not result In 
the collapse of the projects and 



groups currently being organ- 
ized. 

The other problem Noel and 

the CYC board see is that the 
328 organizers out in local 
communities will need at least 
an additional two months 
severance pay to support them 
while they seek new jobs. 

The 100 or so office, support 
and administrative staff are alrea- 
dy entitled to four months sever- 
ance upon the expiry of their 
Jobs. 

Since the pay scale for the 
CYC was considerably less than 
the bureaucratic average- between 
$1GG and $149 weekly-the CYC 
is quick to point out that the 
possibility of saving for a 
rainy day, let alone for an Im- 
pending financial disaster, is 
slim* 

So the CYC position Is that 
"an absolute minimum require- 
ment would be two months" notice 
to volunteers and project groups 
severance should be given to ( 
organizers) to enable them to find 
alternative employment, " Nosl 
said.

RADIO WATERLOO FORCED OFF AIR BY C.R.T.C. 



Waterloo, the University of Water* 

loo student radio station which 
has existed in one form or anoth- 
er since t9G5 r was forced off the 
air January 13 by a ruling of the 
Canadian Radio-Television 
Comnlssion(CRTC). 

Th? ruling carm* as a surprise 
to Radio Waterloo, which has been 
sacking clarification of Its status 
from the CRTC since 1070. 
Th? commission at that tlm«? In- 
formed then? that they could 

transmit via cable until a de- 
finite policy was formulated. 

An application by Grand River 
Cable to- contunue carrying Radio 
Waterloo wis placed before the

com mission in 1972. Grand 
River was notified January 9, 
10TG that the application lias been 
rejected, and that they must 
stop carrying the station. 

The ruling stems from the fact 
that Radio Waterloo wis not " 
on the air" as a licensed station, 
bit broadcast only via cable* 

The new cable policy statement 
released by the CRTC on Decem- 
ber 1G allows only licensed stat- 
ions to have their programs car- 
ried on cable. , 

Udo Salwsky, general manager 
for Grand River Cable, reported 
January 13 that he had b?en in- 
formed by Michel Arp'm of the 
CRTC that "we must discontinue 
immediately" with transmissions 
of Radio Waterloo, 

He said that the appeal for 
a period of grace to allow for 
application for a licons ■ had 
also been rejected by Arpim. 



Radio Waterloo w^nt off tin* 
air January 13 and will not resurm- 
broadcasting until a license ts 
obtained. 

A request for money to finance 
application has been made to the 
University of Waterloo Student 
Federation, but Federation Pres- 
ident John Shoriall said the re- 
quest could only be accomodated 
In next year's budget. 

And, Shorlall pointed out, 
decisions regarding next years 
budget cannot be made until the 
new council Is installed at a 
general moeting in March, lie 
feels that Radio Waterloo maybe* 
come an election Issue before that 

time.

be placed at a disadvantage tr- 
eatise of an absence of mirks.
